



County School Report 

Superintendent Klmmltt reported on 
the teacher situation. We are still 
short one teacher for the Maslnasln 
school and two for Grain. Mr. Shlanka 
of the Stirling staff will teach French 
in the Raymond High School while 
Rex Nielson will teach Shop in Stir¬ 
ling in exchange. 

D. R. Gundloek was appointed to 
make arrangements with Hugh Dion 
for van service for the Dixon child. 

It was decided to accept the child¬ 
ren from the corner north-east of Ray¬ 
mond into the Raymond schools if 
the Home Divisions of these children 
will pay tuition and van service for 
the children. 

It was decided that the Councillors 
shall look after the school vans in 
their respective districts. 

The parents of the Coutts Grade 12 
students have made application to 
have these children attend the Milk 
River school. It was decided to make 
provision for their conveyance to Milk 
River for the full course of instruction 

It was decided to recommend to the 
Council that a number of small school 
buildings that were no longer required 
be advertised for sale.

Woman’s Travel Authority 

t one of the best ways 
to tell an Inexper¬ 
ienced from an ex¬ 
perienced cross-coun 
try driver Is watcb 
the way they round 
a curve. 

The inexperienced driver usually 
brakes the car too late, hangs desper¬ 
ately onto the steering wheel, and 
careens around the bend with tires 
squealing. The skilled, veteran motor¬ 
ist, on the other hand, takes the curve 
gracefully and effortlessly. 

The experienced driver heeds these 
prlncples:— (1) If he needs to slow 
down for a curve he brakes lightly 
and gradually, well In advance of It. 
(2) After entering the turn, he applies 
enough gas to keep his speed constant 
or even accelerate gently. Feeding 
stendy power to the wheels helps them 
grip the pavement, gives better con¬ 
trol. This technique enables even 
women to negotiate even sharp curves 
without ’fighting’ the steering wheel.
